UENTLEMEN, 


I am  pleased  this  year  to  be  able  to  present  a 
Report  which  shows  the  health  of  your  District  to  continue  very 
satisfactory,  and  which  shows  a further  improvement  in  the 
Sanitary  conditions  and  arrangements  of  the  Township.  Many 
improvements  may  still  be  made,  and  I hope  some  steps  may  be 
taken  towards  them,  which  will,  without  being  a great  expense, 
prevent  excuses  being  made  for  remissness  on  the  part  of  Owners 
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of  Property.  1 would  point  out,  especially,  the  need  for  a 
Refuse  Tip,  for  attention  to  Cowsheds  and  Dairies,  and  for  new 
Byelaws.  If  a Refuse  Tip  is  found,  it  will  tend  to  prevent  the 
over-loading-  of  Ashpits,  and  to  stop  the  spreading  of  refuse  on 
the  lanes,  which  is  a source  of  danger  to  the  Public.  I should 
also  recommend  that  a few  cases  of  inadequacy  of  Privy 
accommodation  should  have  immediate  attention.  I think  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  should  be  asked  to  take  Samples  of  Milk 
periodically,  and  forward  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for 
Analysis. 


The  health  of  the  District  was  on  the  whole  satisfactorv. 
The  only  serious  outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  being  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough,  for  which  the  Schools  were  closed  for 
three  weeks  in  September.  I have  estimated  the  Population 
at  1,265. 


Birth  Rate. — The  number  of  Births  was  35,  being  rather 
less  than  the  average  for  the  past  10  years.  Males  16,  females 
19.  There  were  no  illegitimate  births.  The  birth-rate  was  27.6 
per  1000. 
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Death  Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  was  rather  larger 
than  in  1903,  being  15.  The  increase  was  due  to  the  large 
proportion  of  deaths  in  persons  over  60  years  of  age,  of  which 
there  were  8.  The  death-rate  was  11.8,  which  is  much  below 
the  average  for  the  last  10  years. 


The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16.2  and  15.6, 
omitting  the  larger  Towns. 
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Of  these  deaths  only  one  was  an  infant,  and  5 in  persons  over 
05.  1 find  that  5 of  the  15  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the 

lungs  excluding  Phthisis,  1 to  Heart  Disease,  2 to  Cancer,  and  1 
to  Phthisis. 


Infantile  Death  Rate.— The  number  of  deaths  of 
Infants  has  never  been  so  low.  The  Infantile  Mortality  was  28.5 
per  1000  births.  The  average  for  the  past  10  years  being  159.1. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate. — There  were  no  deaths  from 
Infectious  Diseases. 


Infectious  Diseases. — The  noticeable  feature  of  the  year 
was  the  number  of  cases  of  Erysipelas,  which  was  9 out  of  1 1 
cases  reported,  the  other  2 being  Scarlet  Fever.  Measles  was 
very  prevalent  in  August  and  September  ; Whooping  Cough  in 
May  ; Influenza  in  February  and  December.  Four  of  the  9 cases 
of  Erysipelas  were  in  October. 


Few  Nuisances  were  reported  during  the  year,  the  only 
important  ones  being  of  the  insufficiency  of  Privy  accommodation 
previously  mentioned. 


Water  Supply. — 1 have  had  samples  of  the  water 
examined,  and  have  found  it  free  from  danger  of  causing  lead 
poisoning  There  have  been  fewer  complaints  of  inadequate 
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supply.  The  amount  of  water  supplied  was  2,807,000  gallons, 
giving  a daily  supply  per  head  of  6 gallons,  which  is  the  highest 
there  has  yet  been.  Nineteen  houses  have  had  the  service  pipes 
re-laid. 


In  conclusion,  may  1 again  ask  your  consideration  to  the 
question  of  making  Byelaws  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  Order,  under  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1890.
